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Theorists Are Poor Officials 


That only practical mon should be chosen as public of­ 
ficials is conclusively demonstrated 
by 
forced comparisons 
every time an impractical theorist is clothed with authority of 
public office. 
The capacity of the theorist in office for harm to the public 
business never passes unnoticed because it is in evidence nearly 
every time the discharge of a public duty requiring the exer­ 
cise of discretion is called for. 
Those offices which have to do with the enforcement, of 
the laws designed to protect the public health, seem to be the 
chief goal of the theorist’s ambition. 
The fact that they succeed in annexing so many of those 
positions in the public service is responsible in a great measure 
for the antagonism with which those provisions are received 
and the public clamor that goes up every time it is attempted 
to enforce laws to protect the public health. 
The health theorists arc all right in their p la c e s , but their 
place is not in the public service dealing with practical men 
and practical subjects in a practical way. As a rule they know 
but little about practical business and as a consequence when 
it comes to the test of applying a perfectly good law to prac 
tical conditions they fall miserably short. 
The theorist and the practical men of affairs will not mix 
in everv-day life and it is reasonable to suppose that a theorist 
armed with official p o w e r is just that much more distasteful to 
the practical man. The antagonisms of the one for the other be­ 
come more intense. 
Our lawTs designed to protect the public health and the en­ 
forcement of their provisions would meet with a much more cor­ 
dial reception and officials and public would co-operate with 
better results if the law enforcement was placed in tlx* hands 
of practical men, and the development, of tlx* theory on which 
the law is founded left exclusively with tlx* theorists to work 
out. 
Practical men for practical work should lie the rule and 
a world of confusion and discord between officials and public 
would be avoided.

amount of good he did, the vast numbers of people he math 
happy and caused to forget their troubles, at least during tlx 
time they were under the charm of his voice* or engaged in 
reading some of his writings, is directly attributable to two 
facts. 
“ Bob” Burdette tried to be* happy and he succeeded, 
and was happy, and he had a splendid wife who insisted on 
keeping him at the work of making other's happy by lecturing 
arid by writing. 
Forty years ago when Dr. Burdette 
wras 
preaching at 
Peoria, 111., he began to spend his spare moments at the* office 
of one* of the* newspapers published in that city. 
For a time his work at the* newspaper office* consisted, as 
he described it, of “ trying te> think”. 
How well lie sue*e*e*c*ded this givqt world knows and is beater 
for knowing it. 
How hard he* worke*d at the task In* s«*t for 
himself and how difficult it was fen- him to think happy thought* 
no one save “ Bob” Burde*tte ever kne*w. 
His case is like many many others in that re*spe*ct. 
The 
great world only knows of and applauds the* result of conscient 
tious effort, while the struggle and hardships endured in reach­ 
ing the goal of one’s ambitions is, to a very gre*at extent at 
least, unknown or unappreciated. 
The great preacher, humorist and author must have been 
blessed with a happy, thoughtful disposition which was capable 
of producing great and good results by cultivation. 
Even so, 
to the everlasting memory of “ Bob” Burdette must be accord­ 
ed by the hundreds of thousands of living people he has made 
happy and by the hundreds of thousands yet unborn who will 
read his works and be better and happier for having d o n e so , 
the credit for doing the b«*st for- himself and for humanity with 
the talents nature so generously bestowed upon him. 
How much better the world would he, how much happier 
humanity would be, if more men would set themselves diligent­ 
ly to work—“ trying to think” and trying to be happy. 
There is vastly much more of good practical results that 
flow from thinking happy thoughts than a great many p e o p le 
will acknowledge. Most all men or women can be happy if they 
will try. “ Bob” Burdette's life is proof of that and there ar** 
thousands of other human life successes that are proof of that 
great truth. 
The circle brought under the sway of and controlled by an 
individual who Iris refused to be gloomy and sad and thinks 
only of tile happy things, is large according to the talents of 
the particular individual.

It has l**en said that the president 
of the I nlted States has more real 
power than most monarchs of Europe 
I do not know that I am able to Insti­ 
tute an Intelligent comparison, because 
to do that one ought to Int quite fa mil 
iar with the extent of the royal or tm 
pertnl power to be measured with that 
of our president, and I have not suffi­ 
cient knowledge on the subject 
I know something with respect to the 
real governing power of the king of 
England, and except In an Indirect 
tray the president's power far exceeds 
that of King George, and I think It la 
very considerably more than that of 
the president of France. 
When, how­ 
ever, one examines the lm|>erial power 
In governments like Germany, Austria. 
Italy and Spain the question la much 
tnor»» difficult, and I presume no one 
would say that the president’s power 
Is equal to that of the cznr of Russia. 
Willi us a president Is elected for 
four years, and nothing can get him 
out of office except his death or his res 
Ignatlon—which never come*—or his 
Impeachment. 
The certainty of his 
tenure for four years makes our exeou 
live administration a little mort* rigid 
and leon subject to quick changes of 
public opinion than In the pitrllamen 
tary countries. 
I am tnclfm*d lo think 
that our system is a good thing for our 
country, however much parliamentary 
government may suit the countries 
where It Is in use. 
Of course It bas this advantage: In 
a parliamentary government there Is a 
union between the executive and the 
legislative branches, aud they there­ 
fore work together, because those who 
constitute the executive lend and di­ 
rect the legislation, whereas In the 
separation of the great branches of the 
government with us the president rep 
resents the executive, congress the leg­ 
islative and the courts the Judicial 
branch, and the plan of tho men who 
frames! the constitution was to pre­ 
serve these branches separately. 
The president is able to recommend 
legislation lo congress, and he may co 
In person to argue the w isdom of It lf 
he chooses. 
Mr. Wilson restored an 
old custom of that sort, which was 
abandoned by President Jefferson, and 
I think he was right in doing so. 
It 
emphasizes the president’s reconirnen 
datlons and focuses the eyes of the 
people on that which he regards as im 
portant to the public welfare, anil It 
puts a greater responsibility on con 
gross to give attention to his sugges 
tlons. 
The British constitution gives the 
power of veto to the king, but It has 
not been exercised for more than tw*o 
centuries, and were It attempted It 
would abake the throne. 
The exercise 
of the president’s veto always rouses 
eloquence on the part of those w'ho are 
much disappointed at the defeat of the 
measure, and the walls of congress not 
Infrequently resound with denuncia­ 
tion of his tyrannical exercise of a 
kingly prerogative. 
But the fact is It has come bi la* a 
more frequent characteristic of a re­ 
public than of a modem monarchy. 
For a king or an emperor to interpose 
u veto to an act of the popular legisla­ 
ture is really to obstruct the people’s 
will, because be was not chosen by 
their votes, bur Inherited his royal 
power. 
He must Indeed be careful In 
exercising a veto lest he Incur a pro­ 
test aud arouse a feeling dangerous to 
bls dynasty. 
The case of tho president is very dif 
ferent. 
The constitution established 
by the people requires the president to 
withhold his signature frym a bld if he 
disapprove of It and return It with his 
objections to the house in which It orig 
lusted, for the president is quite as 
much the representative of the people 
as are the members of the two bouses 
Indeed, the whole people of the Unit 
ed States Is his constituency, and he 
therefore speaks and acts for til em 
quite as certainly as the members 
elected from congressional districts or 
the senators from the states. 
He is 
not exercising a kingly power In a 
veto. 
He Is acting in a representative 
capacity for the whole people and is 
preventing a law that he thinks would 
work to the detriment of the whole 
country. 
On this account the mar of 
the young lions of congress against s 
veto never frightens the occupant of 
the White H ouse—William 
Howard

fic ia ls is conclusively demonstrated 
by 
forced comparisons 


♦ very time an impractical theorist is clothed with authority of 


public office. 
The capacity of tin* theorist in office for harm to the public 


business never passes unnoticed because it is in evidence nearly 


♦ very time the discharge of a public dut> requiring tIn* exer­ 


cise of discretion is called for. 
Those offices which have to do with the enforcement of 


the laws designed to protect tin* public health, seem to he the 


chief goal of tin* theorist ’> ambition. 
The fact that they succeed in annexing so many of those 


positions in Hie public service is responsible in a great measure 


for the antagonism with which those provisions arc received 
and the public clamor that goes up ever) time it is attempted 
to enforce laws to protect tin* public health. 
The health theorist* arc all right in their places, hut their 
place is not in tin* public service dealing with practical men 
and practical subjects in a practical way. 
As a rub* they know 
hut little about practical business and as a consequence when 
it comes to the test of applying a perfectly good law to pine 
heal conditions they fall miserably short. 
The theorist and tin* practical men of affairs will not mix 


ii i everv-day life and it is reasonable to suppose that a theorist 
armed with official power is just that much mon* distasteful to 
the practical man. Tin* antagonisms of tin* one for tin* other be­ 
come more intense. 
Our laws designed to protect the public health and the en­ 
forcement of their provisions would meet with a much more cor 
dial reception and officials and public would co operate with 
hotter results if the law enforcement was placed in the hands 
of practical men, and the development of the theory on which 
the law is founded left exclusively with the theorists to work 


out. 
Practical men for practical work should ho the rule and 
a world of confusion and discord between officials and public 
would ho avoided.

Don't Crowd Extra Work Upon It, as 
It H as Enough to Do. 
H eart strain may be brought on by 
many common, thoughtless actions of 
everyday life. as, for Instance, running 
to catch a train. 
In on actual experi­ 
ment made on a person with a healthy 
heart lieforo the run the heart rate was 
seventy-six per minute and the heart 
was doing 152 foot pounds of work a 
minute; after the run the heart rate 
was ISO and the heart was doing 300 
foot pounds a minute, an increase of 
228 foot pounds. Great strain may also 
be I rn (toned upon the heart by ascend 
Ing stairs hurriedly. 
Not only physical exertion, but emo­ 
tions. affect the heart. 
"Keep your 
temper” is good medical advice, for 
when a person Is angry the work his 
heart docs may be Increased as much 
as seventy-two foot (totinds a minute. 
Even after the emotion or exertion has 
ceased the heart continues to do ex­ 
tra work for some time before it gets 
back to Its normal rate. 
The am ount of extra work the heart 
can do Is surprising. Tests have shown 
that In rilling a bicycle at a rapid pace 
up a IO per cent grade for half a mile 
the extra work Imposed on the heart 
would be sufficient to lift one and one- 
eighth tous one foot 
There are various ways by which we 
might save tile heart work. 
As the 
heart beats less rapidly w-hcn we are 
at rest we could save it 870.000 foot 
pounds of work a year by going to bed 
two hours earlier every nigh t 
Lying 
down half an hour dally would mean 
an 
annual 
saving of 
210,000 
foot 
pounds: an hour’s rest every Sunday 
would save 02.400 foot pounds, and by 
staying In bed all day Sunday the an­ 
nual saving would be nearly a million 
foot pound*.—Detroit Free Press.

There is no doubt whatever that the 
genius of General Von Hindenburg 
has found the men and the method to 
endanger gravely the whole Russian 
line, but it is equally certain that the 
Germans have so far been able only 
to press back the Russian center and 
not to break it. 
So long as Grand 
Duke Nicholas can hold a defensive 
position between the W arthe and the 
Vistula, keeping his line from the Bal­ 
tic to the Carpathians intact, although 
tar from 
straight, 
military 
waiters 
concede that he can continue his in­ 
vasion of East Prussia and maintain 
his advance against Cracow. 
The G erm an government claims no 
vital success in the operations at the 
center, and there is no Irreconcilable 
difference between the official German 
and the official Russian statem ents.

Rus­ 
sian Poland, between Thorn and W ar­ 
saw, is that the great battle continues 
with no decisive result in sight.
